0" day after day of the 75th Congress, the Senate Chamber has looked as 
it does on the opposite page. But the Chamber's emptiness is deceptive. 
For though the Senate as a body has accomplished little, most of its members 
have been busy with high political strategy. This strategy revolves around 
the “Nine Old Men” whom you see above in a new, historic picture, and around 
President Roosevelt's proposal to make them Fifteen. Soon after the Presi- 
dent sent his court reform program to Capitol Hill, a count of Senatorial noses 
showed 31 for the bill, 23 against, 42 doubtful. Then began months of maneuv- 
ering. The Judiciary Committee listened to an interminable parade of witnesses 
and eventually reported the bill unfavorably. The Senatorial balance of noses
